Add gradually, and at first 
vpry slowly, one cnpfiil olive oil When 
quite thick whip in the Htr«lni>d Juice 
of one lemon.

Cucumber and Water Cress Salad 
With Banana Dressing.— Mince finely 
a bunch of fresh water cress and chop 
in small pieces of medium-sized cu 
cumber that has been soaked in iced 
Bait water for three-quarters of an 
hour; toss the two vegetables lishtly 
togeilier and place directly on the ice 
until ready to serve, seasoning in the 
process wltli a saltspoont'iil of suit, a 
pinch of winli' pepper ami a 11; Lie (el 
ery salt. I'reparo the dressing by 
pressilng three bananas through a 
puree sieve, heating to a paste with 
beaten egg and beat for live nilu iti s 
longer, slowly pouring in lliree ta 
blespoonfuls of oHvo oil and sllrnng 
constantly; season with a little French 
mustard, a few drops of lemon Juice 
aud a sprinkling of powdered cinna- 
mon, and i)our over the cress and cu- 
cuiiiuer; arrange on a saipicon of 
chopped ctlrry gmiiisli-d with Quar 
tera of lemon and blani hed nuts.

Ht 
IHMM- interested in th« IMM «MC 
««rcbeinff .mpl^yi'd tnrid theeoun- 
trf at iuch poslilcncos as rats, Eng- 
IMh aparrows and <)th<*r small ani- 
m!il5= and concluded hia obaervatiooa 
with the invention of the 'trap. It 
wah pa'enled in May of this year. 
Later Dr. Uenn s met Mr. Metcalfe 
to Beaumont, Tex., and he became 
lutert stpd in tba proapec U of th e 
trap and purchased a pwt iattrfatln 
the ownership of it. 

They decidid later to come to 
Chrlatiaa county to make temporary 
headquarters. They expect to or- 
ganize a company for the nMMrafeet- 
ure of the trap at a later date and 
may locate the manufacturing plant 
her*. Since they have been here 
they have talten over |8:0 worth of 
orders for the trap. 

The trap was originally designed 
to catch only smal er animaU, but it 
ia equally as su ee eaa fn l for tn^iping 
animals of larger size, such as opos- 
sums, coons, minks, foxes and rab- 
bits. Dr. Dennis in recent catches 
hM caught aa many aa 73 raU in a 
airgie catch. He haa eaocht aa many 
as si> squirrels at a time and says 
'With favorable conditions he could 
catoh over a hundred sparrows. 

One of the beat featurea of t|>e 
trap is that it doea not injure thein- 
imal; and i-i, on account of that, es- 
pecially a lapted to trapping fur btar 
ing animals. The trap is now on ex- 
hibition in the Metealfalot and Dr. 
Dennis and Mr. Metcalfe, who have 
their hi-adiiuarter.'ft 'mpo'-arily at the 
AvaloD, are glad to show and explain 
4t to any one wiioialatmated ia tha 
siaaol traps.

From the Ist to the 15th of July l» 
the proper time to set out the plants 
for fruiting in September and October.

The early and second early plants 
should be kept free of grass and 
weeds Tlirow a furrow to the plants 
before the vines commence to spread, 
and with the hoe make a good bed of 
mellow earth for the vines to rest on. 
This bed of mellow soil wtll keep the 
r90t8 cool and prevont evaporation of 
the moisture in the lower soil which 
the vines need for the perfection of 
large, wellrtpeoed fruit. Try this 
ot tomato oaltui*.
